DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments and amendments filed April 26, 2010 have been fully 
considered and overcame most of the rejections using Weddendorf. Note that a new 
rejection has been made to address the applicant's amendments; said rejection has to 
be fully applied to all claims not just the amended claims. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figure 6A is not labeled. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d).

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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the curved elements 15 and 17 being curved in at least figures 1 and 2. Note they are 
shown being curved in figure 4.

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "resilient biasing mechanism" and "adjustment means (claim 24)". 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: adjustment means (claim 24). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4, "the resilient baising means" conflicts with the "biasing force" of claim 1 . 

Claim 26 is not understood. What is the biasing mechanism which includes 
means for applying at least two biasing forces? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 27 is allowed. 

Claims 6-7, 11-14, 16-21, 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-5, 8-10, 15, 22-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gramnas (6,302,918). 

Gramnas teaches an apparatus fully capable of attaching prosthetic limb to a 

bone.

Said apparatus comprising a proximal component and a distal component 
moveably coupled via a coupling body including at least element 18 with respect to 
each other in at least axial rotation. The apparatus is in a fixed relationship at a first 
force level and upon a higher predetermined force which exceeds the resilient biasing 
mechanisms (elements 19 and 20), the proximal and distal component can rotate 
relatively. 

At least claim 3, elements 18-20 are interpreted as be a "clutch-like mechanism". 
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Claims 5, 23, 24, regarding the "adjustment means", see 3:24 et seq. teaching 
resilient member 19 can be exchanged for another member. 

Claim 22, elements 18-20 are interpreted as the "automatically disengageable 
connector". 

Claims 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Weddendorf (5,314,500). 

Weddendorf teaches an apparatus fully capable of attaching prosthetic limb to a 

bone. 




Said apparatus comprising a proximal component and a distal component 
moveably coupled via a coupling body including at least elements 94, 54, 66 with 
respect to each other in at least axial rotation. Wherein a force placed on the proximal 
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and distal component higher then the shear strength of pin 66 the coupling body 
automatically disengages from a fixed angle relation.
